two canyons. Heavy damage is caus- 
ed by eveiy flood. Today's, however, 
si tho worst in the town's history. Tho 
landslide crashed down the center of 
tho town, wrecking tho postofflce and 
spreading out -formed a dam which 
stopped the-water from tho cloudburst.

Plunges into Water and Drags Drown- 


ing Man to Bank In Spite 


of Struggles.

Mrs. .T. S. Bromley this morning re- 
ceived n letter from their daughter, 
Miss Anna Broruloy, a modest letter 
in whlcb she recounts the saving o£

a river ahe noticed the voting man, 
who was swimming with water wings 
In distress and went to his aid.
